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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-2, 5, 7-14, 16, and 18-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
do not suggest or disclose a platelet-like pigment whose particles have been coated 
with an SiO y layer wherein 0.95<y<2.0 with a thickness of 20 to 500 nm, an SiO x layer 
(on the SiOy layer) wherein 0.03<x<0.95 and and SiO z layer (on the SiO x layer) wherein 
0.95<z<2.0 and in which the core of the particles is a metallically reflecting material 
selected from the group Ag, Al, Au, Cu, Cr, Ge, Mo, Ni, Ti, Zn alloys. Furthermore, the 
prior art do not disclose to teach a method of vapor depositing the-following layers in the 
sequence specified: separating agent layer onto a carrier, Al layer onto the separating 
agent layer, an SiO y layer, an SiO x layer, an SiO y layer, and finally dissolution of the 
separating agent layer and separation of the product.
